After 
ten to twelve weeks they may be brought indoors a 
few at a time. 

If Hyacinths are grown in glasses, the bases of 
the bulbs should barely touch the water. The 
glasses should be set in a cool, dark place uniil 
they are full of roots.

HOW TO MAKE A LAWN 


To prepare a good lawn you must have seed of 
the proper kind and use plenty of it. You cannot 
make a beautiful [awn with ordinary hay seed. 
Next in importance is the proper preparation of the 
soil. Spade or plow it to a depth of at least 6 inches. 
Fertilize freely and make the surface fine, free from 
clods, and perfectly level, avoiding uneven spots. 

When planting in the fall, sow before the autumn 
rains have ceased. In the spring sow the seed as 
early as possible, after raking the surface of the 
soil very fine. Cover by rolling with a light roller 
of not more than 200 pounds.
